Attorney-General McKenna presented a re- 
_s in which he took the ground that Mr. 

unlep's sentence was not excessive in view 
of the character of the offense and that to 
remit any part of it would have a bad effect 
on violators of the law in other sections of 
the country.

Lorin A. Thurston, the former Minister from 
Hawaii to the United States, has just pub- 
lished his statement of reasons why the Ha- 
walian reciprocity treaty ought not to be ab- 
rogated by the tariff bill and why 
it should vot on its merits. be ab- 
rogated at all.

The first active steps in the diplomatic 
toward the:annexation 
of the islands was taken tonight. Ex-Sec- 
retary of State John W. Foster gave a sig- 
nificant dinner party in honor of Chief Jus- 
tice and Mrs. Judd of Hawaii. The guests 
invited to meet them were the Vice-Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Hobart, Chief Justice and 
Mrs. Fuller, Justice Brown, Secretary and 
Mrs. Gage, Mrs. Alger, and Secretary and 
Mrs. John Addison Porter. It was gener- 
ally recognized that the dinner party was a 
distinct political event, and naturally enough 
the question of annexation was the principal 
topic of conversation. The official guests 
present were thoroughly informed of the 
fact that the people now in cotutrol of the 
Government of Hawaii neither looked for 
nor desired annexation to the United States 
as a State, but as a matter of self-preserva- 
tion will insist upon union with this coun- 
iry aS an unorganized territory, witn an 
appointive Governor and Council, so as to 
retain entire control in:the hands of the 
administration at Washington. Ex-Secre- 
tary Foster, who gave the dinenr tonight, 
made a special journey to Hawali during 
the last year, and was at that time infor- 
mally commissioned as a diplomatic repre- 
sentative of the Dole government. He is 
heartily in sympathy with the annexation 
program and is working in that direction 
in Barmony with Mr. Thurston and the 
other official representatives of the island 
republic.

Thus far there is no organized effort be- 
ing made in Congress to repeal the reciproc- 
ity treaty. That document is almost the 
only safeguard for the perpetuity of the 
Dole government, for it was made by a na- 
ttve King, and guarantees to the. United 
Stwtes paramount control of the islands. 
The representatives of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment say that If annexation is definitely 
denied them they have no particular ob- 
jection to the abrogation of the treaty, but 
they-do object to interfering. with it pending 
a decision on annexation itself.

The Democrats on the Finance committee 
Lave made an informal proposition to the 
Republicans for a general time table on 
the tariff bill.. This contemplates the meas- 
ure being reported to the. full committee 
next Monday and, being considered until 
May 15, when it is to be reported to the Sen- 
ate. It is there to lie on the table for two 
weeks*more and debate to begin about June 
1. . The program contemplates considera- 
tion in the Senate for an indefinite. period, 
estimated at from one to two months. Un- 
der this program the bill would not pass 
earlier than July I and not later than Aug. 
1. This is merely an informal suggestion 
on the part of the Democrats, and they do 
not agree to consider it as binding their 
future action. They simply submit to the 
Republicans as am outline of what is likely 
to happen. It is known that there will be 
hundreds of amendments made by the Re- 
publicans on the Pinance committee :to the 
Dingley bill. The Democrats say that two 
weeks will be the shortest possible time in 
which they “can consider the measure in 
committee. The conditions in the Senate 
are such that after the measure is taken 
up for consideration there will necessarily 
be a fight made on every individual para- 
graph in the entire bill. Not being in pos- 
session of a majority which can agree on 
anything by means of a caucus, the Repub- 
licans will not be able to expedite debate in 
They expect that the bill as it 
finally passes will be as much of modification 
of that. submitted to the committee as that 
is of the original Dingley bill. There will 
therefore be three radically different meas- 
ures to be considered—first the Dingley bill, 
second the Allison-Aldrich bill, and third 
It is taken for granted that 
the House will agree to almost anything 
the Senate passes, just as was the case 
three years ago.

HARD BLOW ATT CIGARET. 


BILL PASSED TO PROHIBIT THEIR 


MANUFACTURE OR SALE. 


Goes Through the Illinois House of 
Representatives Without a Dissent- 
ing Vote—Fine of $50 to $100 for 
Each Offense — Precautions Are 
Taken to Prevent Evasions of the 
Law—Bill Introduced to Make the 
Leaning of Public Money a Felony. 


Springfield, Iil., April 30.—The atiti-cigaret 
bill introduced by Representative Hall .of 
Cook was passed by the House. today with- 
out a dissenting vote amic enthusiasiic ap- 
plause. An effort will be made to have the 
measure passed by the Senate next week. 
and it is thought it will not encounter serious 
opposition. its full text is as follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assemijy, 
that whosoever makes or manufacturers or keeps 
on hand for saie, either by himséif or another, or 
Offers to sell, or advertises or exposes for sale or 
sells or gives away any of those articles of manu- 
factured tobacco commonly called ‘ cigarets ’’ 
shall be fined not less than $50 nor more than $100 
or imprisoned in the County Jail not less than 
three days, or both, in the discretion of the court, 
for each and every offense. 

Sec. 2. That the description *‘ cigaret " shall be 
deemed to include all preparations of tobacco or 
any substitute theréof in paper wrappers and com- 
monly known as cigarets; also tobacco or any sub- 
stitute thereof soaked in nicotine or impregnated 
with opium, or belladonna, or alcoholic liquor, or 
valerian, or tonca bean, or mel)tolotis, or any 
other deleterious or poisonous substance. 

Sec. 8..That any shifts to evade the provisions 
of this act such as the change of name of the 
thing sold or given away, which is in fact what 
is now commonly known as “ cigaret,’’ or any 
other device to avoid this act, shall be held to be 
a violation of the first section of this act. 

Sec. 4. Any fine or imprisonment mentioned in 
this act may be enforced by indictment in any 
court of record having criminal jurisdiction, or 
said fine ‘may be sued for and recovered before 
any Justice of the Peace of the proper county in 
the name of the people of the State of Illinois, 
when the amount claimed does not excéed $200; 
and in each case of conviction the offender shall 
stand’ committed to the County Jail until the 
judgment and costs are fully paid.. 


into effect, although it passed with an emer- 
gency clause, and Mr. Lundin’s ‘motive in 
presenting the repealing bill is known only 
to himself. Under the law the City Council 
of Chicago can contract with persons for 
the construction of cremetories for burn- 
ing garbage for a term of five years. No 
arrangement of this character has been 
made up to date, but the Council has a com- 
mittee investigating the system where it 
haa been put in practice. 

There is a suggestion that the repealing 
bill. comes from interested contractors ‘in 
Chicago who have not realized on the passage 
of the act. This recalls a story current at 
the time that several men who desired the 
contract for garbage burning were concerned 
in influencing legislators to vote for the 
passage of the bill. Senator Lundin’s prop- 
osition is not regarded as a*serious effort 
at reform, nor as a proposition to repeal a 
bad law. ; 


Everybody around the City Hall wondered 
yesterday afternoon when w came up 
from Springfield that State Senator Lundin 
had introduced a bill in the Legislature re- 
pealing the one but recently passed allowing 
the city to make a five-year contract for 
the disposal:of its garbage. This: wonder 
was changed to amazement when the fur- 
ther news came that Lundin had introduced 
the repealing bill at the special request and 
instance of ex-Health Commissioner Kerr. 

Now, it was Mr. Kerr himself who intro- 
duced the bill which yesterday’s one is in- 
tended to repeal and he spent much time 
in Springfield telling the legislators how 


a five-year contract, as that was the only 
way a proper system of disposing of the 
garbage, either by reduction or cremation, 
could be put in operation.. He thought then 
he would let the contract himself, but the 
Council interfered, and now he is seeking 
to have the law repealed and the city go 
back to the old method of dividing the work 
up among the different ward politicians. 

The gossips at the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon put Mr. Kerr’s action down to 
anger because the privilege of letting the 
contract was taken out of his hands, but he 
himself was out of the city and his version of 
his motive could not be had. Speaking of 
the Lundin bill Mayor Harrison said: 

‘*Tt seems t® me if the five-year contract 
law was a good thing under the Swift ad- 
ministration it is a good thing under this 
one.

BLOW AT HENRY HERT2’S PERQUISITES 


Representative Merriam Introduces 
a Bill Making Loaning of Pub- 
lic Funds a Felony.

Springfield, ‘ April 30. — Representative 
Merriam, by instruction of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, this morning 
introduced in the House a bill prepared 
by himself to  prchibit the loan- 
ing, using, or investment of public funds by 
the custodians thereof. In an interview with 
reference to the measure, Mr. Merriam said° 

*‘ This bill is a corollary of the bill intro- 
duced by.me and passed by the House this 
week repealing the law which permits the 
custodians of public funds to loan the same 
and retain a part of the interest thereon. 
If that bill becomes a law it should be fol- 
lowed by another such as I have drawn, to 
punish te loaning of the public funds. As 
I viéw tne matter, the funds of the State

Text of the Bill, 


Following is the text of Mr. Merriam’s 
bill: 


If any State, county, township, city, town, vil- 
lage, or other officer, elected or appointed under 
the Constitution or laws of this State, Master in 


Chancery, Commissioner, or other officer, or any, 


court, or any clerk, agent, servant, or employé 
of such officer shall use by way of investment or 
loan fer his own use, except as authorized by law, 
with or without interest, any portion of the money, 
bonds, mortgages, coupons, bank bills, notes, war- 
rants, orders, or other funds or securities intrusted 
to him for safe keeping, disbursement, transfer, 
or other purposes, if the sum or value of the prop- 
erty so used does not exceed $100, he shall be 
fined not to exceed $200 or confined in _ the 
county jail not to exceed three months, or both, 
or if the sum or value of the property so used 
or loaned exceeds $100 he shall be fined in double 
the amount so used or loaned or confined in the 
county jail not to exceed one year, or both. If 
the money or property so used or loaned is the 
money or property of the State, or county, city, 
town, village, the person so offending, if the sum 
so ‘used or loaned amounts in value to one hundred 
dollars ($100) he shall be deemed guilty of a fel- 
ony and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
ina.sum not exceeding double the amount so loaned 
or used or confined in the penitentiary not exceed- 
ing five years, or both, in the discretion of the 
court or jury. 
The bill was advanced to second reading. 


To Hold Bank Directors Liable. 


The Committee on Banks end Banking 
made a favorable report on Mr. Rowe’s Dill 
providing that the directors of banks shall 
be held personally liable for -all damages 
sustained to stockholders for loans made 
in excess of the amount allowed by law.

The bill pro- 
vides that no person or corporation shall 
have the right to locate or construct any 
street or elevated railway in any incorpo-

gent of the corporate authorities thereof, and 


that no such consent shall be grunted in any 


case except upon the petition of the owners 
of the land representing more than one-half 
of the frontage of each mile or fraction of 
mile of the street or streets sought to be 
used for railway purposes. It also provides 
that where a nchise is illegally granted 
to any street or elevated railway any owner 
of property abutting on the street sought to 
be used may by injunction prevent the con- 
struction of the railway on such streets.

Dora Jensen's Story. 


Dora Jensen said concerning her visit to 
Pontiac: 


a “7 believe my brother’s death wag the 


direct result of cruelty on the part of the 
attendants at Pontiac. I did not believe the 
stories told me by the inmates until I became 
convinced eomething was wrong by the con- 
flicting statements of the officials and 
nurses. 

**In the first place, Louls was in the hos- 
pital in a dying condition elmost eight days 
before we were notified. They tried to con- 
vince me. that he fell down fainting without 
apparent cause, while on the way from the 
talior shop, where he worked, to the dining 
room. If that is true, then, according to 
their own story, they kept him at work until 
he was too sick to stand alone before send- 
ing him to the hospital. 

Marks as of Blows. 

* When I saw him his eyes were inflamed 
and his face discolored as if from blows or 
contusions. One of his ears was much swol- 
len and black and blue. TPhenurse could not 
explain his condition satisfactorily, and 
when I asked how long Louis had been at the 


hospital the nurse told me four days, or. 
since last Sp irday, April 24. Later d found, ' 


by consulting the written record of his. case, 
that he was admitted to the hospital on 
April 20. The nurse admitted the mistake 
but gave no satisfactory explanation. 

“TI first heard the story of cruelty from 
one of the inmates, a boy who refused to 
tell mehisname. He told me Louis had been 
kicked down a flight of stairs by one of the 
attendants and that when he was picked up 
he was unconscious. Twoother boys among 
the inmates told me practically the same 
story. 

“ Louis was never a sickly boy. We can- 
not understand why we were not notified of 
his serious illness until twenty-four hours 
before his death. One of the officials told 
me they sent two telegrams to us. I am 
sure no such telegrams were ever sent.” 


Not Deemed a Vicious Boy. 


All accounts agree that the boy was not 
vicious, but the victim of bad companions. 
He was sent to Pontiac on the advice of Mr. 
Richwald and with the consent of his broth- 
ers and sisters, although his mother ob- 
jected. Mr. Richwald said last night: 

‘“Tjouls worked for me when he,.would 
work at all. He was apparently honest and 
I never heard. of his being accused of steal- 
ing or any other crime. When he was ar- 
rested through his bad companionship I 
advised the family to allow him to be sent 
to Pontiac, where he would be taught a 
trade. He was a strong, healthy boy.” 

The records of the reformatory, inspected 
yesterday, show that Jensen died of cere- 
bral meningitis. Miss B. M. Eaton, head 
nurse, said Jensen Tainted at noon on April 
19 while standing in line in the tailor shop 
and that. at the hospital he did not appear 
very sick, adding: “*‘ I have heard no rumor 
that he was struck or kicked by a guard.”’ 

Dr. J. B. Baker, the reformatory physi- 
cian, said: “ The boy was delicate of body 
and mind. He gave no occasion for repri- 
mind or punishment. He died of cerebral 
meningitis.’’ 

Dr. J. A. Marshall, seen in Pontiac, said: 
*“* There is not the slightest doubt that the 
boy died of cerebral meningitis and there was 
no sign of external injury.” 

Supt. Torrance said no guard wae per- 
mitted to lay hands on a boy except in de- 
fegse of self, another guard, or an inmate.

Since the street railways distributed in Chi- 
cago over 100,000 true copies of the Humphrey 
bills the general public is inclined to the opin-

The street rail- 
way systems of Chicago are laid on such broad 
lines that their stock books show the nhames 
of hundreds and: thousands of persons who 
have invested in these securities, The Hum- 
phrey bills in a general way are designed to 
provide a sort of board ro exercise about the 

same control over street railroads in Illinois 
as the Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
does over steam roads. |. It is pretty generally 
conceded that. the Railroad Warehouse Com- 
mission is a useful body for the farmers and 
small manufacturers in rural districts, who 
are not able to keep somebody employed all 
the time to look after their interests every 
time they ship a’carload of freight: As the 
Railroad and» Warehouse Commission was 
created to protect thé interests of the small 
shipper, just so the despised Humphrey bille 
have been brought before the Legislature to 
protect small investors in street railway se- 
curities, The Chicago newspaper trust pre- 
tends to find an argument against these bills 
in the statement that perhaps thé Governor 
of Illinois would appoint some ‘ rural rooster ’’ 
on the board: who knew nothing whatever 
about street railway projects. Just now the 
Chicago newspaper trust seems. to be very 
much afraid of that individual to whom they 
facetiously refer as the ‘‘ hayseed statesmen.’’ 
Greater calamities might befall the City of 
Chicago and the State of Illinois that the ap- 
pointment of some-honest farmer or merchant, 
who did not crease his trousers every morning. 

In large cities all real estate leases are at 
present made on the basis of ninety-nine years. 
Investors in property have discovered that 
long leases fre absolutely esséntial to the 
safe. investment of funds. The effect of the 
Humphrey bills is to simply prolong the right 
now held by certain street car companies to 
occupy particular streets in which they are now 
operating car lines. There is no question but 
that this right would: be ¢eenewed anyhow when 
the time came. But t is to be gained by 
keeping investors in uncertain and doubtful 
frame of ‘mind? 

The history of Chicago does not afford a 
single illustration of a street car comparfy be- 
ing dispossessed of a street it once occupied. 
Perhaps this.is because most of the residents 
are desirous: of ample conveniences and street 
car facilities, and when a car line is once laid 
in their neighborhood they are the last per- 
sons to want it removed.” As long as the tenure 
of these streét car grants remains insecure, 
just so lohg will small investors s er alike 
with large investors in the instability of the 
securities of street car companies: Longer 
leases of these streets would at least protect 
their investment as it exists now. 

Agitation against the Humphrey bills comes 
from a newspaper trust which is begging the 
Legisiature of Illinois for favorable action in 
regard to the libel bill, by which Chicago 
newspapers may be permitted to continue'their 
unwarranted and indiscriminate denunciation 
of public characters. 

The recent election in Chicago shows how 
little influence the combined press of that city 
had when it came to electing a Mayer, and 
the general opinion now is that the same news- 
paper trust will have about as little influence 
with the Legislature of Illinois when the time 
eomes for them to vote on the Humphrey bills. 
Where those papers are best known, they have 
least influence. 


Pigures on the Cost. 

The last newspaper directory shows that 
there are 124 dafly papers in Illinois outside 
of Chicago. Striking an average of $15 for 
each publicatton—the price being from $10 
to $20--the outlay for Mr. Yerkes’ “ special 
telegram ” would be $1,860. Add to this the 
advertising agents’ commission of 25 per 


cent, the cost-of this message, if it was | 


printed in every paper, would foot up $2,325. 

Now, if this “special telegram ” really 
had been semt by wire, it would have cost 
Mr, Yerkes about $620 more for transmission 
instead of $2.48 for postage stamps plus the 
cost of paper and envelopes.

The threatened general May day strikes 
in the building trades give promise of speedy 
Settlement. The plumbers have won every- 
thing they demanded and their strike was 
deciared off last night. 

The other unions claim to have secured the 
practical concession of their demands from 
the leading contractors and employers. It 
was generally admitted late last night that 
there is no longer any danger of a general 

tie-up in the construction business, 

It is estimated that less than 1,000 men 
will be on strike today, where 50,000 might 
have been involved had the troubles been 
allowed to spread. Of the five unions that 
were scheduled to join the general walkout 
today, one, as stated, has secured a satis- 
factory settlement with the bosses and there 
is every prospect three of the four remain- 
ing will be able to declare their strikes off 
before Monday morning. 

It is believed that all general disputes over 
wages and working rules will be settled 
within a few days by conferences be- 
iween union officials and the heads 
of the several associations of bosses 
and: contractors. It is probable that 
a few small contractors in each trade may 
refuse to pay the new scales and thus pre- 
cipitate individual strikes. 

. Hodcarriers Out Today. 

The hodcarriers and building laborers, who 
are strikitig for an increase in wages, may 
prolong their strike a few days, but it is be- 
lieved that less than 600 will be out today. 

»,George A. Fuller, one of the largeSt building 
*contragtors in'the city, agreed yesterday to 
pay the new scale, and President Lilien of 
‘the Hodecarriers’ Council said last night that 
several other of the leading contractors 
would no doubt sign the agreement today for 
one year. ' 

The Plumbers’ Union officials and Arbitra- 
tion committee of the Master Plumbers’ As- 
sociation held an all-day session yesterday 
and it was finally agreed shat the advance 
of wages demanded would’be granted.

| MARSHAL ARNOLD WILL TAKE HIM 
TO JOLIET THIS MORNING. — 


District<Attorney Black Gets the Or- 
der Under the Sentence Immediate- 
ly on Official Notice of the Presi- 
dent’s Final Refusal to Interfere— 
Service ef Papers Accepted With- 
out Demur—Last Night in the City 
Spent Under Guard at Palmer House. 


Joseph R. Dunlop, editor of the Dispatch, 
was taken into custody at 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon by United States Marshal 
Arnold by warrant of an order issued by Fed- 
eral Judge Bunn in accordance with the 
mandate of the Supreme Court denying the 
writ of error. 

Mr. Dunlop was allowed to spend the night 
at the Palme- House under strict guard. 
Marshal Arnold expects to take him to Joliet 
at 11 o'clock thia morning on the Alton, to 
begin serving his sentence of two years’ im- 
prisonment. 

There was no scene when the papers were 
served. Marshal Arnold and Deputy Logan 
went to Mr. Dunlop’s office at So’clock. As 
they stepped off the elevator they met him 
face tO face. The Marshal had known Dun- 
lop for years. 

“ Well, Joe,”” he said, “the papers are 
here.”’ g 

He held out his right hand sympathetically. 
Dunlop took the paper, and stammered: 

“This is a surprise.’’ 

He asked the Marshal how Gen. Black 
happened to proceed so promptly. The Mar- 
shalreplied that Attorney-General McKenna 
directed him by telegraph to file the man- 
date. Dunlop remarked he had not thought 
Gen. Black would act on a telegram. 

“TIT thought he would wait until he re- 
ceived some official notification by mail over 
the proper signature,”’ he said. 


One Night for Affairs. 


Then he added anxiously: 

** Do you intend to take me down tonight?” 

Dunlop begged to be allowed to remain 
in the clfy until Monday, but Marshal Arnold 
would not hear of it. Hetold him he would 
give him one night to settle his affairs, but 
that was ali: he must go ‘o Joliet in the 
morning. Dunlop winced but did mot demur. 

The party stepped into the elevator and 
rode down-steirs. Dunlop -bade. farwell to 
some of his ld employés, ‘nen went to the 
cashier’s caye and the young woman in 
charge cour ted out a big roll of bills, which 
he put in his pocket, and then walked to the 
door. At the same moment his private car- 
riage drove up, the party quickly entered jit, 
and drove rapidly away. 

Dunlop’s last hope of clemency was dis- 
pelled when President McKinley declined 
yesterday to interfere. The decision was 
flashed over the wires to District-Attorney 
Black in the following telegram: 

* President hes declined to interfere in 
Dunlop case, hence you will proceed with 
the execution of the mandate. 

. ** McKENNA.” 

When Gen. Black read the telegram he 
opened his desk and took out the mandate 
from a pigeon-hole where it had rested un- 
disturbed since March 19. He then went be- 
fore Judge Bunm and asked that it be or- 
dered filed and an order issued to take Dun- 
lop into custody. This was done. 


Makes a Business Cals. 


Marehal Arnold and Mr. Dunlop drove to 
the office of Siegel, Cooper & Co., who were 
sureties on the latter’s bond. Mr. Dunlop 
. Showed Mr. Cooper that he was in the cus- 
tody of the Marshal, and that therefore the 
bond was discharged. 

Later the party was driven to the Monroe 
street entrance of the Palmer House. Mr. 
Duniop broke the news of his misfortune to 
Clerk Vier and paid him for a suite of rooms 
for the party for the night. The numbers 
were 222 and 224. As Mr. Dunlop entered the 
door he turned to the reporters who had fol- 
lowed him, and telling them that he had 
much business to transact before morning 
asked them kindly to retire, which they did 
at once.

Talks of His Affairs. 


While sitting in his office a short time be- 
fore the arrival of the officers Mr. Dunlop 
spoke freeiy to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE, 
saying: 

‘“*I have given up all hope of the interfer- 
ence of the President, and have no favors to 
ask of any one. The appeal to President Mc- 
Kinley was ‘a noble one on the part of my 
friends, but it was against my judgment and 
my wishes. Will I try to escape? By no 
means. I have never run: away from any- 
thing yet, and I will not run away from this. 
[ have one consolation left, and that is that 
my enemies cannot interfere with my prop- 
erty.”’ 

John T. Eckel, one of the three stockhold- 

ers of the Dispatch property, said: 
. ™ Our arrangements for the future have 
not been fully made, but it may be said tnat 
during Mr. Dunlop’s imprisonment I will 
assume the editorial management of the 
Dispatch, and Capt. Huiskamp will direct 
its business affairs.’’ 

Mr. Dunlop was indicted Oct. 24, 1895, on 
the charge of sending improper matter 
through the mails, the objectionable matter 
being advertisements in his paper. He was 
convicted in Judge Grosscup’s court and 
sentenced to pay a fine of $2,000 and be im- 
prisoned at Joliet for:two years. The case 
went to the United States Supreme Court 
on a writ of error, which was denied on 
Feb. 15. :

The annual report of James R. Waddill, State 
Insurance Superintendent of M contains 
interesting facts in regard to the increase in the 
business of tornado insurance as the result of the 
St. Louis disaster last year. The aggregate. of 
this character of risks written itemcreased from 
$1,781,589 in 1895 to $12,233,167 in 1896, a gain of 
$10,461,578. The premium receipts from the tor- 
nado business amounted to $20,837 in 1895 and 
to $65,003 the following year. Losses from these 
policies increased from $2,511 in 1896 to $60,204 


| for 1896. 


These figures on the tornado business are ac- 
xnowledged by the Commissioner to be inaccu- 
rate, as it was found after the tornado that thir- 
teen companies wrote this class of risks in the 
State which did not report to the Insurance De<« 
partment. No attempt to conceal the fact they 
were writing tornado risks was made, but the 
tornado and fire policies were so united a'separa- 
tion was difficult, and in instances impossible. 

Premiums from fire insurance written during 
the year in the State amounted to $4,896,246, as 
compared with $5,099,246 for the previous year. 
Losses paid showed @ decrease from‘$2,541,067 
in 1895 to $2,424,176 in 1806. Whe report shows 
that there are 162 companies authorized to do 
business in the State at the present time. 

The Commissioner closes the report as follows: 

‘*In 1885 the fire loss was $1,023,158 less than 
the loss of 1804. This was followed by a re- 
duction in the premiums received in 1896 of $188, - 
000, as compared with 1895. The fire loss of 1896 
was $716,501 less than that of 1895. The people 
may look, therefore, for a corresponding reduction 
in the aggregate cost of their insur: nce this year. 
Whether rates go up or down de, nds not upon 
the insurance companies, but upon the demands 
upon their resources for fire loss settlements.”’

Following are some of the more important 
conditions in the different countries: 

Americans arriving in France with acycle, 
not for sale, but with the view of cycling 
through the country, are required to deposit 
the- same amount as if they were for sale. 
This deposit is returned, however, when the 
traveler leaves French territory. When the 
deposit is made a lead seal is attached to the 
cycle, with the custom=-house mark stamped 
on it. A tourist can! e the country by any 
frontier and reclaim. the deposit. It is not 
necessary to inform ‘tan original customs 
we of the intention of leaving the coun- 

ry 

‘The law tmposes a tax of $2 per annum 
on every cycle. The yearsa commences on 
date of payment. In case of sale, the same 
tax will be. collected from the purchaser 
without rebate. Residents are required to 
make a declaration at the mayoralty within 
thirty days after having bought or come into 
possession of a cycle. Should the declara- 
tion not be made within the time specified 
the tax will be doubled.. The tax is only col- 
lectible from residents. Tourists are not re- 
quired to pay it. The revenue from this tax 
amounted in 1896 to 1,000,000 francs. This 
money is applied to the improvement of the 
public roadways.
